For  the  Year  1944. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  Health  of  your  District. 

It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  I  have  to  record  the 
death  of  Dr,  T,W,  C-ordon  Kelly,  on  February  10th.  1945.  He  had 
been  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  over  44  years  and  previous 
to  holding  that  appointment,  he  had  been  in  general  practice  at 
Desford.  Over  fifty  years’  residence  in  the  Market  Bosworth 
Area  gave  him  a  unique  knowledge  of  the  people,  the  houses,  the 
water  supply  and  the  general  sanitation  of  the  District. 

Perhaps  his  most  outstanding  characteristic  was 
scrupulous  accuracy.  This  admirable  trait  was  not  confined 
to  his  professional  work,  for  all  that  he  did  was  marked  with 
precision  and  this  could  be  clearly  seen  in  his  work,  in  his  sport 
and  in  his  hobby  of  gardening.  Since  1939  he  has  taken  an  active 
part  in  trying  to  prevent  that  justly  dreaded  disease  of 
Diphtheria  by  the  administration  of  prophylactic  serum.  The  success 
of  his  efforts  may  to  some  extent  be  measured  by  the  remarkable 
decline  in  the  incidence  of  this  disease  in  the  Bosworth  District 
during  the  last  few  years.  In  1940,  they  were  59  cases,  in  1944, 

62  cases,  in  1944*  4  cases.

Under  the  system  of  centralised  collection,  service  is  now 
being  given  as  often  as  practicable  to  the  whole  of  the  Rural 
District,  approximately  6,000  Dustbins  and  3>290  Pail  Closets 
being  emptied  each  round* 

The  strain  due  to  Evacuation  has  eased,  but  has  been 
increased  by  Military  causes.  Labour  shortage  is  acute  owing 
to  the  calling  up  of  men  for  service  in  the  Forces,  and  the 
transfer  of  labour  to  the  mines  and  munitions'. 

The  Essential  Works  Order  was  applied  to  this  Council 
on  the  21st.  December  1941.  Difficulties  of  collection  have 
increased  owing  to  Dustbins  and  Pail  Closets  being  in  snort 
supply.  Various  kinds  of  receptacles  are  being  used  which  are 


difficult  to  handle.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

There  have  been  remarkably  few  cases  of  infectious  disease 
notified  during  the  year.  155  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with 
515  in  the  previous  year.  This  decline  is  largely  due  to  the  fact 
that  there  has  been  no  epidemic  of  measles,  and  to  fewer  cases  of 
scarlet  fever  and  diphtheria.  There  were  only  four  cases  of 
diphtheria,  all  of  them  being  children  under  15  years  of  age  who 
had  not  been  treated  with  prophylactic  serum.  As  a  rule,  the  younger 
the  child  suffering  from  diphtheria,  the  greater  the  chance  of  an 
attack  proving  fatal.  Consequently,  Dr.  Kelly,  in  his  Annual  Reports 
has  frequently  stressed  the  importance  of  the  young  child  receiving 
protective  treatment.  During  this  year,  every  village  was  visited 
and  facilities  offered  to  the  residents  to  take  advantage  of  the 
protective  treatment.  The  Wollaston  Ambulance  as  a  Mobile  Unit  again 
proved  to  be  very  helpful.  During  the  year  368  children  received 
treatment,  299,  under  five  years  and  69  between  five  and  fifteen  years.
